As I went ont to look at the 
moon and stars tonight, I was 
struck, as always by the strange 
irisdescence of the hills under the 
brightness of the moon. Patch 
Mountain glowed from the slopes 
with its ridge of trees dark on the 
sky, All the hills shone as if each 
had a light of its own.

Superintendent of Scliools Wayne 
¥. Gersen presented some very 
interesting figures on estimated 
Savings in fuel costs to the Dis- 
trict over the next five years, 
if the older school buildings 
in S. A. D. #44 were replaced by 
modern buildings. On the face of 
it, a savings of $450,000 in five 
years, or an average of $90,000 a 
year looks good, However, in mak- 
ing his estimates, Mr. Gersen ap- 
parently reglected to take into 
consideration the cost of building 
these new schodls. 

At today’s high building costs 

and interest rates it would seem 
that the interest alone could near- 
ly, if not completely offset these 
Savings. 
_I feel that Mr. Gersen should 
have presented the whole picture 
to the voters and not try to sell 
them on the idea of building new 
schools by presenting what I would 
consider half facts. 

It might be well for our school 
administrators to recall a saying 
of one of our former presidents, 
“eat it up, wear it out, make it 
do, or do without.” There is a lim- 
it to the amount of taxes people 
ean pay and we are fast reaching 
that limit. The school administra- 
tors, as well as the taxpayers, 
should take a long hard fook at 
both sides of the picture before 
voting to build new school build- 
ings to replace our present ones.

sachusetts. Other Clan members, 
restless and.weary of public ser- 
vice, found coming to this Hill 
Country led to a freer life.

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RONORS SEMINAR PROGRAM 
AT GOULD ACADEMY 


In a program instituted during 
the late fall of 1980, Gould Aca- 
demy is presenting a special chal- 
lenge to its academically strong- 
est students. The challenge takes 
the form of an Honors Seminar. 
Webster’s New Collegiate Diction- 
ary defines a seminar as “a group 
of advanced students studying un- 
der a professor with cach doing 
original research and all exchang- 
ing results through reports and 
discussions.” Gould Academr's 
Honors Seminar program adheres 
fairly closely to this definition wiih 
two minor exceptions. The stu- 
dents involved in the course are 
doing considerable research, but 
it is not original research; and the 
seminar is directed by a group 
of faculty members consisting of 
at least one member of each de- 
partment, rather than the tradi- 
tional single professor. 

Upperclassmen who have demon- 
strated their ability to do excellent 
academic work by achieving hon- 
ors level grades during the first 
trimester of the year are eligible 
to enroll in the program. The sem- 
inar course takes advantage of 
the seemingly all-pervasive inter- 
est of academically gifted students 
in profound, and, often philosophi- 
cal, topics to work toward the 
goals of the course. The Honors 
Seminar shares the goals of many 
of the Academy's advanced cours- 
es by striving to enhance stu- 
dents’ critical thought, reading 
and analytical skills; attempting 
to broaden the participants’ in- 
sights into topics covered through 
input from widely varying perspec- 
tives; serving to introduce students 
to library services beyond books 
and periodicals; and afford stu- 
dents the opportunity to dévelop 
their verbal argument and leader- 
ship skills through seminar pre- 
sentations and direction. 

In practice, a question, or topic, 
which has been suggested by a 
faculty member is posted in writ- 
ing to the group at the end of a 
seminar session. For the next two 
weeks, the studenis and faculty 
members research the topic in the 
campus and town libraries, as well 
as in libraries of the University of 
Maine. At the next meeting, dis- 
cussion centers around the assign- 
ed topic with all participants be- 
ing expected to report their find- 
ings and support their views on 
any controversial points with.their 
research results. Students develop 
annotated bibliographic cards for 
use during the seminar and to 
submit following the session to 
help document their research ef- 
forts.

The school district is currently 
considering three options in an 
effort to improve the efficiency of 
the district’s schools: renovating 
the buildings; rebuilding the out- 
‘lated elementary facilities (i. e. 
Andover Elementary School, Ethel 
Bisbee School, and, Woodstock El- 
ementary School); or converting 
to alternative sources of energy. 
In the last newsletter, the poten- 
tial sayings associated with reno- 
‘vating or rebuilding were outlined. 
dn this newsletter, I will outline 
the’ potential savings that could be 
accrued if the district converts its 
‘boilérs to coal, wood, or wood- 
chips,- and discuss the costs of 
some of these alternatives to the 
laxpayers. 


In the past 10 years, many peo- 
‘ple in Maine have converted their 
‘home heating units from oil to 
‘wood and realized a tremendous 
“savings. Anyone who burns coal 
‘Or wood in their home realizes 
wthat the savings in the fuel bill are 
-after offset by hours of labor. The 
‘savings outlined in the charts be- 
Jow do not take the additional la- 
bor costs into account, because, 
-at this point, it is difficult to de- 
‘termine precisely how many addi- 
‘ional hours of labor would be 
needed to implement these alter- 
native energy sources. As the 
charts below indicate, however, a 
‘eonsiderable gross savings can be 
realized by converting to a form 
of energy other than fuel oil. 


For example, if the district con- 
verted all of its heating units to 
coal, and the cost of coal—like the 
cost of all energy—increased at 
a rate of 20% per year from its 
current cost, the energy costs and
